Mrs. Osborn was a warm friend of 
M»*s. Frank Kruse, of this city, to 
whom a telegram was addressed this 
morning, telling of the murder. 
Mr. Osborn left Sedalia some fif­ 
teen years ago. and at present is em­ 
ployed as a salesman for one of St. 
Louis* leading dry goods stores. 
Today’s St. Louis 
Republic gives 
the folowing account of the ussauli 
and subsequent death: 
Fighting a desperate battle for her 
life with 8 negro, to whom she had 
given employment, Mrs. W. H. Os­ 
born was attacked, robbed 
and left 
for dead in the basement of her home, 
at No. 4?.75 Laclede avenue, at 5:3u 
o’clock last afternoon. . 
She v;as taken to the City hospital 
and died six hours later. 
The negro escaped. 
The woman’.s shrieks 
as she was 
clubbed over the head and the flying 
black, as he escaped into the* dusk, 
gave the alarm. Pursuit was a few 
minutes too late. 
A trepaning operation, which the 
hospital surgeons at first decided to 
be necessary, was given up after it 
was found that she was dying from 
the blows that had crushed her tern 
pie. 
The police are looking for a negro 
porter, who is said to have b een in 
the basement fifteen minutes b efore 
Mrs. Osborn was found lying In a 
pool of blood. 
A bag containing diamonds to the 
value of $500, which she is supposed 
to have had in her 
clothes

time of the assault, 
was 
not found 
when her clothing was searched at 
the hospital.
